For three long years now — or have they really been so long? — the Class 
of ’32 has breasted the billows which beset them on their four-year voyage 
toward Post Graduation.

A few days before school opened Jerry issued a call for football men 
to report at once for practice because there would Ire a shortage of time 
after school started until the first game. 

The first game was played on September 12 at Whiting. Several small 
and inexperienced boys were playing their first game for R. H. S. against 
a much heavier and experienced team, but managed to hold their own fairly 
well. 

Lowell downed our light Red and Black eleven in the second game by 
opening up with a fast, disastrous air attack in the second half, which we 
were not able to cope with. 

The next week Rensselaer traveled to LaPorte for our first game with 
this city. The Fighting Iroquois were without the services of Captain 
Gamster, Courtwright and H. Yeoman in this game due to injuries. After 
a hard fought battle and many passes, LaPorte downed Rensselaer. 

Our next appearance was made at Lafayette against the strong, well- 
balanced team from Jefferson Hi School. Rensselaer was still forced to 
present a crippled lineup and after a gallant battle throughout the first half 
finally gave way to the Jeffersonians in the last half. 

The fifth game on our schedule to be played at Indianapolis with Wash- 
ington was cancelled due to injuries on the squad. 

Our first home game of the year was waged with Attica on Wednesday, 
October 15. F. Brandenburg had joined the hospital list and Attica was the 
easy winner. 

Out at Dunlap Field on October 24, Rensselaer mixed with West La- 
fayette, one of her oldest rivals, and what a ball game. Before the game 
West Side ruled a slight favorite to win, but Coach Strole was able to present 
a full strength lineup for Rensselaer for the first time this season. The Red 
and Black warriors were very near to scores during the first and last quarters 
but West Side seemed to brace themselves just in time. 

On Friday Rensselaer played their first night game in history at Kent- 
land. Our superiority over Kentland was remarkable until the last ten 
minutes, then on an old play a Blue and White back got away for a long 
run and a score. 

The last game of the season was with Monticello at Rensselaer. Both 
sides scored once but Rensselaer failed to make the extra point and lost 
the game.
